Washed eggs, however 
stored under similar conditions grad- 
ea only 45 per cent extras, 24 per 
cent firsts, and 31 per cent weak and 
watery or nearly 50 per cent inferior 
to both the clean and dirty eggs. 

Evidently the washing of eggs de- 
tracts from their keeping qualities 
to such an extent that it may be con- 
sidered to be bad practice. It is advis- 
eble by cleanliness and sanitation on 
the poultry plant to avoid the produc 
ing of dirty eggs. Dirty eggs, when 
cbiained, should be marketed as such 
Fy washing them fhe poultry-man is 
flacing a product of inferior quality 
upon the market.

There are two objections to a bad 
bid other than the fact that such a bid 
is unsound from any point of view. 

In the first place, ie partner of thy 
player who has made a bad bid is wpt 
to misconstrue the bid and thus ! 
his subsequent bidding on a_ false 
foundation. 

Second, the player who makes the 
bad bid is apt to be influenced himscif 
by the fact that he has given false in- 
formation to his partner and is, there- 
fore, duty bound to correct the mistake. 
This belated repentance for his bad 
bidding often is far more costly than 
the initial mistake. Here is a hand that 
illustrates the folly of making a bad 
bid and then of later trying to correct 
the mistake when there is no real 
necessity for doing so:
